fhe military and civil airfield, called SrILVl field 

by the Latvians, was northwest of RIGA (24°91 8/56%59tN), 
Lattian SSR, west of the Dvina River, east of tne rail- 
road line to BOLDGRA (24°2'8/5792'N), and nortuwest of 
the cement plant. — 


According to Latvians, the field had two 6,600 foot caon~ 
erete runways. A brick building, 2355 x 90 feet, was 
being built near the field entrance at the soutnern edge. 
fhe Latvians also saidg comuercial aircraft equipment was 
to be stored in this building. At Christmas 1946, the 
hangars were still not repaired. 


Jet aircraft coming from SPILVE and returming there were 
daily observed in the Sprins of 1949 (see Annex).
